The  music,  under  the  direction  of  Prof.  Smith,  organist,  added 
great  pleasure  and  interest  to  the  occasion.  A vote  of  thanks  was 
tendered  to  Prof.  Smith  and  his  assistants,  for  their  services. 

All  the  services  were  of  interest,  and  gave  great  pleasure  to  the 
large  audience.

Secretary's  Annual  Report. 


To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  Home 
for  the  Aged  and  Infirm: 

The  old  year  has  gone — with  its  record  of  good  and  ill — into 
eternity,  but  the  new  year  is  before  us  with  its  fair  white  page,  on 
which  may  it  be  ours  to  inscribe  deeds  of  loving  kindness  and 
charity,  done  in  the  Master’s  name. 

It  is  our  custom,  thus  early  in  the  year,  to  take  a retrospective 
view  over  the  past  twelve  months,  before  girding  ourselves  anew  for 
the  work  which  lies  before  us,  and,  though  looking  backward  is  not 
always  conducive  to  happiness,  yet  in  respect  to  this  particular  line 
of  Christian  work  it  is  attended  with  great  thankfulness,  when  we 
consider  the  way  in  which  the  Lord  has  led  us,  and  the  success 
which  has  crowned  our  efforts. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  rapid  growth  of  our  “ family,” 
who  now  number  fifty-four,  another  cause  for  gratitude  arises  from 
the  fact  that  while  there  are  several  who  are  suffering  from  chronic 
ailments,  and  a number  from  the  inevitable  infirmities  attendant 
upon  old  age,  yet  death  has  claimed  but  one  during  the  past  year, 
Mrs.  Sarah  Covert,  who  died  in  October. 

Early  in  the  year  a member  of  our  Board  of  Managers,  Mrs.  Wm. 
II.  Hazzard,  passed  away  from  earth  to  Heaven. 

Gladly  we  turn  from  the  record  of  loss  and  bereavement  to 
chronicle  the  event  of  our  June  Lawn  Party,  which  was  again  con- 
verted into  a Strawberry  Festival,  and  held  in  the  building,  as  the 
lawn  was  not  yet  in  a condition  to  render  it  available  for  a genuine 
Lawn  Party.  The  days  were  June  12th  and  13th,  two  bright  and 
beautiful  days,  such  as  come  to  us  only  in  the  “month  of  roses/’  and 
the  results  were  all  that  could  be  desired. 

It  would  be  well  to  say  that  later  on  in  the  summer  our  lawn, 
through  the  persistent  and  faithful  effort  of  the  “ Lawn  Com- 
mittee,” headed  by  their  efficient  chairman — Mrs.  John  Truslow — 
and  assisted  by  the  advice,  generosity  and  kindness  of  Mr.  John  E. 
Searles,  Jr.,  was  brought  to  a state  of  perfection  which  made  it  a 
delight  to  the  beholder. 

At  this  point  in  our  report  it  is  but  an  act  of  simple  justice  to 
speak  of  the  very  efficient  and  invaluable  services  of  our  most  excel- 
lent Matron,  Mrs.  E.  L.  Bicknell,  through  the  year  that  has  elapsed 
since  we  were  so  fortunate  as  to  engage  her  services;  and  the  Home 
under  her  wise  and  able  management  is  a delightful  resting  place 
for  the  dear  old  people  whose  feet  have  grown  weary  with  the  toil- 
some march  of  life,  and  who  are  glad  to  fold  their  tired  hands  and 
rest  a while  before  taking  their  journey  to  that  other  and  better 
Home  “whose  builder  and  maker  is  God.” 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  in  praise  of  our  devoted  physicians, 
Drs.  North,  Muncie  and  Pilcher,  who  are  tireless  in  their  ministry 
to  the  sick.  Dear  to  the  heart  of  the  blessed  Master  must  be  these 
self-sacrificing  physicians  who,  for  His  sake,  and  in  His  name,  with- 


out  other  compensation  than  the  hope  of  His  “well  done!”  at  last, 
give  so  much  of  their  valuable  time  to  attend  to  tFe  physical  ail- 
ments of  our  “family.” 

The  large  increase  in  the  number  cf  our  inmates  calls  for  more 
arduous  labor  than  heretofore  on  the  part  of  the  Table  Committee, 
but  the  demand  is  never  greater  than  the  supply,  as  the  ladies  of 
this  committee  are  a host  in  themselves. 

While  food  is  provided  for  the  body,  the  souPs  wants  are  not  for- 
gotten. Religious  services  are  held  at  the  Home  every  Sabbath  af- 
ternoon, and  prayer-meeting  on  Tuesdays. 

The  ladies  of  the  Church  Committee  are  faithful  in  their  line  of 
work,  and  aim  to  make  these  services  interesting  alike  to  the  family 
and  to  the  strangers  who  may  come  within  our  gates,  and  with  the 
assistance  of  our  Brooklyn  Methodist  Divines  (whose  talent  and  elo- 
quence are  unquestioned)  the  meetings  are  eminently  successful. 

Time  would  fail  me  in  which  to  tell  of  the  numberless  duties 
well  performed  by  the  ladies  of  the  various  committees — the  Visit- 
ing Committee,  who  cheer,  advise  and  comfort;  the  Committee  for 
the  Sick,  who  render  our  able  physicians  all  the  assistance  possible 
in  their  attendance  on  the  suffering;  the  Reading  Committee,  who 
cater  to  the  literary  tastes  of  the  household,  and  who  give  an  enter- 
tainment one  evening  in  each  month;  these  and  many  others  equally 
as  faithful  we  could  speak  of,  if  time  and  space  permitted,  who  are 
working  for  the  good  of  the  Home— some  in  one  direction,  some  in 
another,  *but  all,  we  hope  and  trust,  from  our  loved  and  honored 
President — at  whose  shrine  we  all  worship — down  to  the  quietest 
worker  among  us,  doing  their  work  as  unto  the  Lord  Jesus,  feeling 
more  than  compensated  by  the  joy  attendant  upon  even  the  lowli- 
est service  done  for  Him. 

We  must  not  forget  the  Fair  of  November  13th,  14th  and  15th, 
three  bright,  clear  days,  that  found  the  busy  workers  at  their  several 
posts,  each  intent  upon  making  as  much  money  as  possible — a 
cheerful,  happy  band,  not  caring  for  the  bodily  fatigue,  so  that  we 
were  able  to  hand  over  to  our  beloved  Treasurer,  at  night,  a good 
round  sum,  which  promised  success  in  the  aggregate. 

And  now,  while  with  grateful  hearts  we  look  back  over  the  past* 
and  see  the  way  in  which  our  Heavenly  Father  has  led  us,  the  suc- 
cess which  has  crowned  our  efforts,  our  Home  free  from  indebted- 
ness, our  land  nearly  paid  for,  we  begin  to  look  into  the  future  a 
little  way,  and  see  the  time  not  far  distant  when  we  shall  have  to 
enlarge  our  borders,  for  already  so  many  of  God’s  aged  people  have 
knocked  at  our  doors  for  admittance  that  our  Home  is  almost  full. 

With  this  thought  in  view,  we  must  not  relax  our  efforts  in  the 
least,  but  rather  pursue  our  work  with  renewed  diligence,  urged  on 
by  the  remembrance  of  past  difficulties  overcome,  and  of  the  pros- 
perity which  has  always  attended  us,  remembering  that  for  us  will 
;soon  fall  the  shades  of  that  night  wherein  “no  man  can  work.”

Throat,  lung  and  stomach  troubles 
have  been  the  prevailing  complaints.

Among  the  inmates  at  the  Home  there  seems  to  reign  congenial- 
ity and  unanimity  of  spirit,  each  caring  lor  one  another  and  ad- 
ministering to  their  comforts  during  sickness. 

So  the  spirit  of  Christ  is  manifest  among  them,  and,  though  the 
natural  strength  faileth,  the  spiritual  strength  is  renewed  day  by 
day. 

It  has  been  a pleasure  to  render  assistance  when  called  upon, 
which  has  been  received  with  the  kindest  appreciation,  and  did  time 
permit,  gladly  would  I continue  in  this  service.

Ladies  : — The  year  1890  has  been  a good  one  for  the  old  people 
in  your  charge. 

Notwithstanding  your  largely-increased  numbers,  and  the  fre- 
quent attacks  of  disease  usual  to  the  aged  and  infirm,  the  death-rate 
has  been  remarkably  low. 

In  a mixed  community  averaging  fifty  persons  one  death  only 
during  the  year  would  be  noteworthy.  When  such  a statement  can 
be  made  in  reference  to  your  family,  whose  ages  range  from  65  to  89 
years,  the  fact  emphasizes  beyond  the  power  of  words  the  general 
adaptability  of  your  building  and  appointments,  the  wisdom  and. 
faithfulness  of  your  management,  the  prompt  effectiveness  of  your 
Committee  on  the  Sick,  the  untiring  energy  and  carefulness  of  your 


Matron,  and  the  general  Christian  endeavor  to  be  mutually  kind  and 
helpful  on  the  part  of  the  inmates. 

Mrs.  Sarah  S.  Covert,  after  many  months  of  patient  waiting,  in 
much  feebleness  through  long-standing  disease  of  the  heart,  passed 
quietly  to  her  reward  on  the  28th  of  October,  1890,  aged  86  years 
and  9 months. 

The  severe  wTeather  of  December  has  caused  many  attacks  of  in- 
fluenza, resulting  in  several  cases  of  pneumonia,  and  the  indica- 
tions, as  the  year  leaves  us,  are  that  the  medical  report  for  1891  will 
be  less  favorablerthan  this  one  for  1890.

REPORT  OF  ANNUAL  MEETING. 


The  Seventh  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  Home  was  held  in  the  Grace  M.  E.  Church,  on  Tuesday 
evening,  Jan.  21,1890. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Mr.  John  E.  Searles,  Jr., 
the  presiding  officer  for  the  evening. 

Rev.  Charles  M.  Griffin,  the  Pastor  of  Grace  Church,  offered 
prayer.  On  motion.  Mr.  A.  K.  Sheibler  was  elected  Secretary 
of  the  meeting  and  was  called  on  to  read  the  various  reports. 
The  Corresponding  Secretary’s  report  gave  pleasure  to  all  who 
lietened  to  the  many  encouraging  items  of  the  past  year’s  work. 
The  Treasurer’s  report  was  listened  to  with  interest  and 
certainly  made  all  feel  grateful  for  the  success  of  the  past. 

The  reports  of  the  medical  gentlemen  : Dr.  Atwood  and  Dr. 

North,  were  read  and  showed  general  good  health  at  the  Home. 

Next,  the  list  of  names  proposed  as  Managers  from  the 
different  churches  was  read,  and  on  motion,  were  duly  elected 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  President  of  the  Meeting  then  called  attention  to 
several  amendments  that  were  proposed,  £nd  were  adopted  by  the 
meeting,  namely  : 

In  Article  3,  Sec.  1,  of  the  Constitution^ — (1)  To  change  the 
phrase,  “ relatives  to  provide  for  them,”  into  “ relatives  who  will 
provide  for  them.” 

(2.)  To  insert  before  the  words,  “ five  of  which  years  they  shall 
have  been  connected,”  the  words,  “ the  last,”  making  it  read 
the  last  five  of  which  years. 

(3.)  To  insert  after  the  phrase,  “ they  shall  have  been  members 
at  least  one  year,”  the  words,  “ immediately  preceding  their  appli- 
cation.” 

The  Chair  then  announced  the  first  speaker,  Mr.  Chas.  F. 
Jones,  of  Sumner  avenue,  who  was  followed  by  Rev.  J.  B. 
Hamilton,  Pastor  of  Simpson  Church,  and  the  Rev.  S.  L. 
Beiler,  of  Eighteenth  Street  Church,  all  of  whom,  for  the  short 
time  they  spoke,  kept  the  audience  cheered  and  edified.  The 
Presidenr  then  followed  with  a few  very  appropriate  remarks 
and  the  meeting  adjourned. 

One  very  pleasant  feature  of  the  evening  was  the  music 
furnished  by  the  Choir  of  the  Grace  M.  E.  Church,  under  the 
leadership  of  Prof.  Weber.  Their  selections  were  very  good 
and  too  much  could  not  be  said  of  the  successful  efforts  they 
made  to  please  the  people.

SECRETARY’S  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  Home 
for  the  Aged  and  Infirm  : 

In  rendering  an  account  of  our  stewardship  at  our  annual 
meeting  it  is  both  natural  and  fitting  that  we  should  review  the 
twelve  months  just  past ; but  the  principal  events  of  the  year 
have  been  so  gratifying  that  for  a just  appreciation  of  our  favor- 
able condition  we  need  to  take  a backward  glance  into  our  early 
history. 

The  difficulty  and  inconvenience  of  caring  for  a household 
like  ours,  in  a building  never  designed  for  such  a purpose,  soon 
made  it  apparent  that  we  must  secure  sufficient  funds  to  erect  a 
home  of  our  own. 

With  this  end  in  view,  all  legacies  received,  the  entire  pro- 
ceeds of  our  annual  fairs,  together  with  donations  from  our 
many  friends,  especially  given  for  this  purpose,  were  strictly  set 
aside  for  a building  fund. 

We  were  greatly  favored  in  accomplishing  our  purpose  by 
the  kindness  of  Mr.  William  H.  Hazzard,  a member  of  our 
Advisory  Board  and  Chairman  of  our  Building  Committee,  who 
offered  us  the  plot  of  ground  beautifully  situated  on  New  York 
Avenue,  extending  th*e  entire  block  from  Park  Place  to  Butler 
Street,  being  350  feet  respectively  on  Park  Place  and  Butler 
Street  and  255  feet  on  New  York  Avenue.  Although  at  that 
time  valued  by  him  at  $35,000,  he  deeded  it  to  the  Society  for 
$25,000,  permitting  the  entire  amount  to  remain  upon  bond  and 
mortgage,  payable  when  the  condition  of  our  treasury  would 
warrant  it. 

This  generous  offer  was  speedily  followed  by  one  from  Mr. 
Mercein  Thomas,  our  architect,  who  not  only  provided  accept- 
able plans  without  charge,  but  also  freely  gave  his  services  to 
superintend  the  erection  of  the  building. 

While  many  thought  a larger  structure  desirable,  after  care- 
ful deliberation  it  was  decided  that  the  cost  should  not  exceed 
$60,000;  and  we  are  under  great  obligations  to  our  Building 
Committee,  consisting  of  three  members  of  the  Advisory  Board, 
Messrs.  William  H.  Hazzard,  John  French  and  H.  C.  M.  Ingra- 
ham, and  the  three  ladies  of  our  Board  of  Managers,  Mrs.  M.  M. 
Voorhies,  president  ; Mrs.  C.  E.  Taft,  treasurer,  and  Mrs.  N.  L. 
North,  who  not  only  gave  their  personal  attention  to  the  work, 
but  succeeded  in  keeping  within  the  appropriation. 

To  our  new  members  and  those  not  familiar  with  our  move- 
ments a few  details  may  be  of  interest. 

Ground  was  broken  in  the  spring  of  1888,  and  in  June  of  that 
year  the  corner-stone  was  laid  with  appropriate  ceremonies, 
to  which  reference  was  made  in  my  last  report,  and  in  the  latter 
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part  of  April,  1889,  the  transfer  of  our  Home  from  the  old  to  the 
new  building  was  happily  accomplished.  Through  the  courtesy 
of  Mr.  Thomas  I have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  to  you  the  fol- 
lowing description  of  our  present  abode  : 

“ The  structure  consists  of  a building  45x80  feet,  destined 
ultimately  to  be  a central  wing,  from  which  is  extended  a lateral 
wing  41x49  feet. 

“ The  main  building  is  three  stories  and  basement  high,  with 
an  attic  with  loft  over  ; the  wing  is  three  stories,  basement  and 
loft,  providing  accommodations  for  some  sixty  or  more  inmates. 

“ The  cellar  or  basement  contains  laundry,  furnace,  storage 
and  fuel  rooms,  has  a cemented  floor  and  is  tvell  lighted  on  all 
sides. 

“ The  first  floor  contains  dining-room,  kitchen,  butler’s  pantry 
and  service  rooms,  and  also  the  rooms  devoted  to  office  uses,  re- 
ception room  and  large  meeting  room  or  parlor,  at  present  to  be 
used  for  chapel  purposes  ; on  this  floor  are  a number  of  rooms 
for  the  inmates  ; the  upper  floors  are  devoted  entirely  to  the  ac- 
commodation of  the  old  people,  a cheery  room  on  the  second 
floor  being  assigned  for  a reading  or  sitting  room. 

“ In  the  attic  of  the  main  building  are  rooms  for  help,  and 
also  a number  of  the  largest  rooms  for  the  beneficiaries  of  the 
institution,  the  configuration  of  the  plans  and  roofs  making 
rooms  on  this  floor  particularly  desirable. 

“ Steam  heating  throughout. 

“ Separate  lavatories  for  male  and  female  on  each  floor,  each 
lavatory  being  provided' with  private  bath-rooms  attached. 

“ While  stability  and  durability  have  been  the  main  consider- 
ations in  planning  the  building,  the  elevation  of  the  facades  has 
not  been  entirely  neglected,  the  roofs  being  peaked  and  broken 
up  with  gables,  the  main  building  also  being  emphasized  by  a 
tower  100  feet  high,  and  the  first  floor  further  enriched  by 
a rock-faced  turret  at  the  angle  ; the  building  is  faced  with 
Colaburg  brick,  set  off  with  terra  cotta,  moulded  brick  and  Con- 
necticut brown  stone  trimmings. 

“ The  building  throughout  is  heavily  timbered,  double  floored, 
except  in  attic,  and  every  precaution  that  mechanical  ingenuity 
could  suggest  has  been  introduced.” 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  building  the  question  of  furnish- 
ing became  one  of  vital  importance,  but,  as  heretofore  in  the 
time  of  our  need,  individuals  and  churches  rallied  to  our  assist- 
ance, and  in  a short  time  our  Home  was  comfortably  and  beau- 
tifully furnished. 

Public  dedicatory  services  were  held  at  the  Home  on  Satur- 
day, May  18,  1889.  Addresses  were  delivered  by  the  Hon. 
George  G.  Reynolds,  the  presiding  officer  of  the  occasion,  and 
by  Rev.  Drs.  Meredith,  Kendig  and  others,  and  never  did  the 
old  long  meter  Doxology,  “ Praise  God,  From  Whom  All  Bless- 
ings Flow,”  more  devoutly  and  joyously  express  the  sentiments 
of  an  assembled  band  of  workers  than  of  those  gathered  together 
on  that  occasion.

Owing  to  the  unfinished  condition  of  the  grounds  surround- 
ing our  home  the  customary  June  lawn  party  was  changed  to  an 
indoor  strawberry  festival,  and  held  afternoons  and  evenings  of 
two  days,  thus  giving  many  friends  an  opportunity  to  inspect 
our  new  possessions  and  express  their  approbation  of  what  had 
been  achieved. 

The  14th,  15th  and  16th  of  November  found  us  again  in  the 
Academy  of  Music  busily  engaged  in  our  annual  fair.  Success, 
as  usual,  crowned  our  efforts,  thus  enabling  us  to  cancel  all  in- 
debtedness on  our  building  and  leave  a goodly  balance  in  our 
treasury. 

Religious  services  have  been  held  at  the  Home  every  Sabbath 
afternoon,  and  the  committee  having  the  matter  in  charge  have 
been  greatly  aided  by  the  admirable  arrangements  perfected  by 
our  ministers,  one  of  their  number  being  designated  to  conduct 
each  service. 

In  a public  institution  the  health  of  the  inmates  is  always  a 
matter  of  much  concern  to  its  managers.  In  this  season  of  so 
much  sickness  and  the  increased  death  rate  in  our  city,  it  is  a 
source  of  congratulation  that  the  health  of  those  committed  to 
our  care  has  been  so  uniformly  good;  still  death  has  sent  his  re- 
lentless shaft  into  our  midst  and  taken  from  us 

Mrs.  Eliza  Taylor,  who  died  on  January  5th; 

Mr.  Jacob  Fisher,  on  April  2d,  and 
Mrs.  Delilah  Russell,  on  June  28th. 

Considering  our  increased  numbers,  being  thirty-five  at  this 
time,  and  almost  double  those  of  last  year,  and  the  danger  at- 
tending the  transfer  of  so  many  aged  people  from  one  building 
to  another,  the  fact  of  a lower  death  rate  than  in  any  preceding 
year  in  our  history  is  remarkable. 

This  last  is  equally  true  of  our  Board  of  Managers,  and  yet 
the  death  of  our  beloved  Treasurer,  TVIrs.  C.  E.  Taft,  who,  shortly 
after  our  last  Annual  Meeting  was  called  to  her  reward,  is  a loss 
to  our  Society  which  words  fail  to  convey.  Her  devotion  to  the 
interests  of  the  Home,  and  fidelity  to  the  arduous  and  at  times 
exacting  duties  imposed  upon  her  by  the  Treasurership  were  so 
marked  and  cheerfully  rendered,  that  she  was  an  inspiration  to 
her  associates  and  secured  a like  service  on  the  part  of  those 
who  came  in  contact  with  her.  It  is  well  for  our  work  that  when 
the  mantle  fell  from  her  shoulders  it  rested  upon  an  equally  de- 
voted friend  of  the  Home. 

Though  so  much  has  been  accomplished  that  cheers  and 
gladdens,  yet  a continuance  of  the  same  zeal  and  devotion  that 
characterized  the  past  year  is  necessary  until  the  cloud  of  debt 
that  now  rests  upon  our  land  shall  disappear  before  the  bright- 
ness of  that  full  day  splendor,  when  both  Home  and  land  shall 
be  free,  and  we  shall  be  free  to  use  our  whole  income  to  care  for 
an  increased  number  with  such  additional  comforts  as  time  and 
experience  may  suggest. 

Much  could  be  written  in  commendation  of  our  various  com- 


mittees  and  of  the  faithful  attendance  of  our  physicians  upon  the 
sick,  and  of  the  numerous  friends  who,  by  personal  visitation, 
song  and  various  thoughtful  attentions  have  ministered  so  kindly 
to  our  old  people,  yet  the  length  of  this  report  admonishes  me,  f 
must  bring  it  to  a conclusion  lest  I encroach  on  the  time  allotted 
to  the  speakers. 

Let  us  take  up  the  work  of  the  new  year  with  renewed  cour- 
age and  determination,  realizing  that  the  time  will  come  when 
for  us  the  silver  cord  will  be  loosed  and  the  golden  bowl  be 
broken;  but  happy  shall  we  be  when  the  Master  welcomes  us  to 
his  presence  and  shall  say  : “ Inasmuch  as  ye  did  it  unto  the 
least  of  one  of  these  my  servants,  ye  did  it  unto  me.”

DOCTORS’  REPORT. 


Brooklyn,  N.  Y,  January  9,  1890. 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Brooklyn  M.  E.  Church  Home  for 
the  Aged  and  Infirm  : 

Ladies — The  lapse  of  weeks  and  months  has  brought  again 
the  season  for  retrospect  and  reckoning. 

Before  entering  upon  a brief  statement  of  my  medical  work 
in  the  “ Home/’  for  1889,  let  me  pause  to  congratulate  you  upon 
the  completion  and  occupancy  of  your  new  building,  so  well 
worthy  the  name  of  an  “ Old  People’s  Home,”  considering  its 
complete  adaptability  for  the  care,  comfort  and  health  of  the 
inmates. 

Among  the  many  evidences  of  thought,  on  your  part,  in  the 
construction  of  the  edifice,  is  the  feature  of  the  single  room  with 
connecting  doors,  whereby  your  old  people — so  many  of  them — 
are  given  a room,  positively  to  themselves,  and  yet,  connected 
by  door  for  companionship,  and  care,  each  for  the  other,  in  case 
of  night  sickness  or  sudden  infirmity,  as  also  the  convenient 
double  rooms  for  old  couples  and  near  relatives. 

Many  other  points  in  the  new  building  are  especially  noticeable, 
among  them  the  fine  large  windows,  the  wide  corridors,  the  easy 
stairs,  the  perfect  system  for  heating  and  ventilation,  etc.,  etc., 
but  I must  not  further  particularize. 

The  amount  of  sickness  during  the  past  year  has,  of  course, 
been  considerable  among  the  older  and  more  infirm. 

Mrs.  Eliza  Taylor’s  fatal  sickness  occurred  January  5,  1889. 
Her  age  was  nearly  77  years. 

Mr.  Fisher  ceased  to  suffer  and  passed  away  on  April  2, 1889, 
aged  82  years. 

Since  the  removal  of  the  family  to  the  new  building,  no 
deaths  have  occurred  among  those  in  my  charge  ; yet  several 
serious  and  prolonged  cases  of  illness  have  needed  especial 
attention,  and  a number  of  the  very  aged  are  now  quite  feeble 
and  infirm.

Ladies — In  accordance  with  your  request  I have  the  honor 
to  submit  the  following  Report  touching  my  service  at  the 
Home  during  the  year  just  ended. 

The  most  serious  case  coming  under  my  care  was  that  of 
Mrs.  Delilah  Russell,  who  died  of  cirrhosis  of  the  liver  and 
dropsy,  on  June  28th,  after  a lingering  and  painful  illness. 

The  sufferer  bore  her  affliction  with  remarkable  fortitude  and 
resignation,  exhibiting  in  a conspicuous  manner  the  sustaining 


On  the  tenth  day  of  May,  1883,  the  People  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assem- 
bly, did  enact  as  follows  : 

“ Section  i.  Mrs.  Mary  M.  Voorhies,  Mrs.  Wiiliam  I. 
Preston,  Mrs.  Joseph  Knapp,  Mrs.  Mary  V.  Phillips,  Mrs. 
George  Copeland,  Mrs.  John  French,  Mrs.  Joshua  A.  Gas- 
coigne, Mrs.  Oliver  L.  Gardner,  Mrs.  Lewis  S.  Pilcher, 
Mrs.  Noah  Loder,  Mrs.  Griffin  B.  Halsted,  Mrs.  John 
Truslow,  Mrs.  H.  C.  M.  Ingraham,  Mrs.  Albion  P.  Strout 
and  such  other  persons  as  are  now  associated  or  may  here- 
after associate  with  them,  and  their  successors,  are  hereby 
constituted  and  appointed  a body  corporate,  in  fact  and  in 
name,  by  the  name  and  style  of  “ The  Brooklyn  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church  Home,”  with  power  to  establish, 
maintain  and  conduct,  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  in  Kings 
County  and  State  of  New  York,  an  institution  where  may 
be  provided  for  the  aged  and  infirm  members  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  a comfortable  residence, 
with  board,  clothing,  employment,  medical  aid  and  other 
necessary  care  and  attendance,  and  their  accustomed  re- 
ligious privileges,  and  at  their  death  to  provide  for  their 
respectable  burial. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  corporation  are  authorized  to  adopt 
a constitution,  to  enact  by-laws  and  to  make  rules  and 
regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  State, 
for  the  government  of  said  corporation,  the  management 
of  its  affairs,  the  election  or  appointment  of  its  managers, 
the  election  of  its  officers  and  protection  of  its  property, 
and  the  property  and  concerns  of  said  corporation  shall 
be  managed  by  a board  of  so  many  managers,  and  of  such 
officers,  as  shall  be  designated  by  its  constitution  or  by- 
laws. Such  managers  or  officers  may  be  females. 
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Sec.  3.  Not  less  than  ten  managers  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  purpose  of  electing  officers,  making  or 
changing  by-laws,  or  for  holding  any  special  meeting. 

Sec.  4.  The  said  corporation  are  authorized  to  take 
by  purchase,  devise,  bequest  or  otherwise,  and  may  hold, 
transfer  and  convey,  for  the  purpose  of  said  home,  any 
real  and  personal  property,  so  far  forth  as  the  same  is  in 
accordance  with  the  general  laws  of  this  State,  and  not 
otherwise,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  law  re- 
lating to  charitable  institutions. 

Sec.  5.  This  corporation  shall  possess  the  general 
powers  and  be  subject  to  the  provisions,  restrictions  and 
liabilities  contained  in  the  third  title  of  the  eighteenth 
chapter  of  part  first  of  the  revised  statutes/’ 

Shortly  after  obtaining  this  charter  the  women  named 
as  corporators  associated  with  themselves  other  represen- 
tative women  selected  from  the  various  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Churches  of  Brooklyn,  and  organized  themselves 
for  effective  work.  A constitution  was  adopted  which 
provided  regarding  applicants  as  follows  : 

“ Section  1.  Applicants  not  less  than  sixty-five  years 
of  age,  and  who  have  no  adequate  means  of  support,  or 
relatives  to  provide  for  them,  who  have  been  members  in 
good  standing  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  ten 
years,  five  of  which  years  they  shall  have  been  connected 
with  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  Brooklyn,  who 
shall  be  recommended  by  the  Pastor  and  Stewards  of  the 
Church  of  which  they  shall  have  been  members,  at  least 
one  year,  or  by  them  jointly  with  the  Pastor  and  Stew- 
ards of  the  Church  from  which  they  have  been  transferred, 
may  be  admitted  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers in  conformity  with  the  By-Laws.  Cases  of  extreme 
urgency  considered  worthy  but  not  coming  within  these 
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restrictions  shall  lay  over  for  one  month  for  decision,  and 
require  a two-third  vote  of  the  full  Board  to  entitle  them 
to  admission. 

Sec.  2.  The  conditions  in  Section  one  relating  to  the 
time  of  Church  membership  shall  not  apply  to  ministers 
of  the  New  York  East  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church  or  their  wives. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  afflicted  with  in- 
sanity, epilepsy,  or  other  disease  which  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Board  of  Managers  might  be  detrimental  to  the  in- 
terests of  the  Home. 

Sec.  4.  Any  inmates  who  shall  become  so  diseased  in 
mind  or  body  as  to  seriously  interfere  with  the  comfort 
and  health  of  the  family,  upon  the  advice  of  the  physician 
shall  be  returned  to  their  friends,  or  removed  to  some 
more  suitable  institution.  The  Home  shall  not  be  liable 
for  the  support  of  such  persons  after  their  removal,  but 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers from  providing  such  support  as  they  may  deem  ex- 
pedient.” 

The  need  of  such  a charity,  associated  with  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church  had  become  painfully  apparent ; 
other  denominations;  both  Catholic  and  Protestant,  had 
for  years  recognized  the  claims  which  the  worthy  and  aged 
poor  of  their  own  households  had  upon  them,  and  in  the 
breadth  of  their  Christian  love  had  often  received  into 
their  own  Homes  our  needy  ones.  The  poor  have  always 
had  the  Gospel  preached  to  them  in  our  Churches,  but 
some  of  the  hearers  have  sadly  felt  the  force  of  St.  James 
question  : 

“ If  a brother  or  sister  be  naked,  and  destitute  of  daily 
“ food,  and  one  of  you  say  unto  them;  Depart  in  peace, 
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“ be  ye  warmed  and  filled  ; notwithstanding,  ye  give  them 
“ not  those  things  which  are  needful  to  the  body  ; what 
“ doth  it  profit.” 

These  good  women  determined  that  such  should  be 
the  case  no  longer.  A house  on  McDonough  Street  was 
rented,  in  which  the  active  work  of  the  society  was  im- 
mediately begun,  and  since  then  about  twenty-five  per- 
sons have  been  provided  for,  of  whom  nineteen  are  now 
living  and  being  cared  for  by  this  Society.  This  number 
has  taxed  to  the  utmost  the  present  accommodations;  yet 
there  are  many  applicants;  needy  and  worthy;  who  knock 
in  vain  at  the  doors,  because  there  is  no  room  for  them. 

Other  denominations  in  this  city  have  in  their  respec- 
tive Homes  upwards  of  fifty  inmates  at  present,  and  our 
own  denomination  in  other  cities  in  this  Country  is  caring 
for  from  fifty  to  over  one  hundred  persons.  Surely  we, 
with  a membership  in  Brooklyn  of  about  fourteen  thou- 
sand, cannot  expect  that  the  demand  upon  us  will  be  less 
than  that  upon  any  other  Protestant  denomination. 

There  has  been  a most  encouraging  and  hearty  sup- 
port given  to  this  Institution  from  its  start.  Since  its 
organization,  and  up  to  the  first  day  of  January  last,  the 
Society  has  received  through  the  collections  of  its  Man- 
agers in  the  various  Churches,  and  a few  special  contribu- 
tions; and  the  proceeds  of  two  annual  fairs,  and  other  en- 
terprises, the  creditable  amount  of  $41,794.69.  Of  this 
amount  the  Managers  have  found  it  necessary  to  expend 
$15,263.51,  to  defray  the  current  expenses  of  the  Home. 
They  have  also  expended  $2,876.81  towards  the  procuring 
of  lands.  They  had  on  hand  on  January  1st,  1 887,  reserved 
for  the  purpose  of  current  expenses,  the  sum  of  $[,429.50, 
and,  forecasting  the  demands  of  the  near  future,  they 
have  put  aside  as  a building  fund,  the  sum  of  $22,224.78. 
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Some  months  ago  it  became  evident  that  larger  accom- 
modations must  be  provided.  The  house  now  used  is 
full,  and  even  if  it  were  sufficiently  commodious,  it  cannot 
be  rented  beyond  the  first  of  May,  1888.  It  seemed  wise 
that  a permament  Home  should  be  established.  To  this 
end  different  locations  were  considered  by  the  Managers, 
and  in  July  last  a plot  of  land  having  a frontage  of  2 55 
feet  on  New  York  Avenue,  and  of  350  feet  on  both  Park 
Place  and  Butler  Street,  was  secured  at  the  price  of 
$2  5.ooo.  This  has  not  yet  been  paid  for.  This  building 
site,  as  to  elegance  of  surroundings,  healthfulness  and 
convenience,  leaves  nothing  more  to  be  desired. 

We,  whose  names  are  subjoined,  were  appointed  a 
committee  to  devise  and  prepare  plans  for  improving  this 
land  with  a suitable  edifice,  and  we  have  availed  ourselves 
of  the  valuable  services,  proffered  as  a gift  to  the  Home, 
of  Mr.  Mercein  Thomas  as  architect. 

Plans  have  been  prepared  and  presented  to  the  Man- 
agers, and  to  the  Advisory  Board  of  twenty-four  men  se- 
lected from  the  Methodist  of  Brooklyn.  This  Board  ap- 
proved of  these  plans,  and  recommended  them  to  the 
Managers  for  their  adoption.  The  Board  of  Managers 
have  also  approved  of  the  plans  and  adopted  them. 
Reduced  copies  of  a portion  of  these  plans,  showing  the 
arrangement  of  the  first  and  second  stories,  and  a profile 
view  of  the  front,  of  the  proposed  building  are  appended 
to  this  statement. 

The  Architect  has  obtained  estimates  of  the  cost  of 
constructing  this  building,  and  reports  the 'amount  to  be 
$125,649.  If  all  the  rooms  contemplated  by  the  plans 
should  not  be  required  in  the  near  future,  a portion  of  the 
building  might  be  left  unfinished  until  such  rooms  should 
be  required  for  use  ; and  thus  some  of  the  expense  of 
construction  be  deferred. 
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At  first  thought  this  proposed  building  may  seem  to  be 
larger,  and  therefore  more  expensive,  than  is  required  ; 
and  this  would  be  the  correct  view,  if  the  demand  of  the 
future  were  to  be  no  greater  than  those  of  the  present.  But 
it  would  be  short-sighted  to  limit  the  accommodations  to 
merely  the  demands  of  the  present.  An  institution  of  this 
sort  cannot,  crablike,  shed  its  shell  to  adapt  itself  to  its 
annual  growth.  This  Home,  if  constructed,  it  is  to  be 
hoped,  will  be  an  Asylum  for  the  needy  for  an  hundred 
years  and  more  to  come.  In  the  last  fifty  years,  Metho- 
dism in  Brooklyn  has  grown  from  a little  handful  to  an 
army  of  thousands.  Brooklyn  in  its  population  has  de- 
veloped from  a hamlet  to  a city,  more  numerous  than  that 
of  London  a century  ago,  its  inhabitants  now  numbering 
over  seven  hundred  thousand,  and  increasing  faster  at 
present  than  ever  before. 

Our  Sister  denominations,  not  having  so  large  a mem- 
bership as  ourselves,  now  have  more  than  fifty  inmates  in 
several  of  their  Homes  in  this  City,  and  are  preparing 
to  provide  buildings  for  more  ; and  it  needs  no  prophetic 
eye  to  see  that  the  capicity  of  this  contemplated  building, 
designed  to  shelter  our  hundred  and  fifty  inmates,  will,  at 
at  no  distant  day,  located  at  the  centre  of  this  rapidly 
accumulating  population,  be  none  too  large  for  the  accom- 
modation of  those  whom  this  Society  was  organized  to 
aid,  and  for  whom  the  Methodist  people  should  provide. 

If  our  Church  hopes  to  share  with  its  Sister  denomina- 
tions the  glory  of  the  future,  it  must  do  so  by  recognizing 
and  supplying ‘the  needs  of  the  hour,  and  emulating  them 
in  their  good  works  and  Christian  charities. 

The  faith  that  availeth  among  men,  as  well  as  with  God, 
is  that  which  works  by  love  ; and  how  dwelleth  love  in 
that  denomination  that  shutteth  up  its  bowels  of  compas-

sion  against  its  own  needy  ones,  and  what  charity  can 
approve  itself  to  the  sympathy  and  the  judgment  of  the 
good  and  the  prosperous  as  more  worthy  than  this,  of 
tenderly  caring  for  thoze  who  have  found  it  their  lot  to 
battle  with  adversity,  and  yet  have  maintained  their  Chris- 
tian faith  and  integrity,  and  have  come  to  those  years  when 
bodily  strength  naturally  fails  them  in  the  struggle,  and 
their  hands  instinctively  reach  forth  to  the  strong,  pleading 
for  sympathy  and  support,  until  God  shall  take  them  to 
a Home  not  made  with  hands.  Shall  we,  like  pagans, 
deny  them  a place  at  the  Christian  banquet  unless  they 
can  pay  for  their  own  dinner?  or  shall  we  show  to  them 
that  we,  at  least,  believe  that  Christianity  means  brother- 
hood and  sister-hood,  and  a hearty  purpose  to  do  good 
unto  all  men  as  we  have  opportunity,  especially  unto  them 
who  are  of  the  household  of  faith.

Ax  Act  to  Incorporate  The  Brooklyn  Methodist  Episcopal  Chcrch 
Home,  in  the  City  of  Brooklyn.  Passed  by  the  Legislature  of 
the  State  of  New  York,  May  10,  1883. 

Chapter  363. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do 
enact  as  follows :

Mrs.  John  French, 
Mrs.  Joshua  A.  Gascoigne,  Mrs.  Oliver  L.  Gardner,  Mrs.  Lewis  S.  Pilcher, 
Mrs.  Noah  Loder,  Mrs.  Griffin  B.  Halsted,  Mrs.  John  Truslow,  Mrs.  H.  C. 
M.  Ingraham,  Mrs.  Albion  P.  Strout,  and  such  other  persons  as  are  now 
associated  or  may  hereafter  associate  with  them,  and  their  successors,  are 
hereby  constituted  and  appointed  a . body  corporate,  in  fact  and  in  name,

Sec.  3.  Not  less  than  ten  managers  shall  constitute  a quorum  for  the 
purpose  of  electing  officers,  making  or  changing  by-laws,  or  for  holding  any 
special  meeting. 

Sec.  4.  The  said  corporation  are  authorized  to  take  by  purchase,  devise, 
bequest  or  otherwise,  and  may  hold,  transfer  and  convey,  for  the  purposes  of 
said  Home,  any  real  and  personal  property,  so  far  forth  as  the  same  is  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  general  laws  of  this  State,  and  not  otherwise,  and  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  benefit  of  law  relating  to  charitable  institutions. 

Sec.  5.  This  corporation  shall  possess  the  general  powers  and  be  subject  to 
the  provisions,  restrictions  and  liabilities  contained  in  the  third  title  of  the 
eighteenth  chapter  of  part  first  of  the  revised  statutes.

CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I. 

NAME  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 

This  Society  shall  be  known  as  the  ‘ ‘ Brooklyn  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
Home;  ” and  wherever  it  is  designated  “Society,”  “Family,”  or  “ Home  ” in 
the  Constitution,  By-Laws,  or  records,  it  is  to  be  taken,  and  deemed  to  be,  the 
same  as  the  Corporate  name  thereof. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OBJECT. 

The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  provide  for  aged  and  infirm  men  and 
women , members  of  the  Mechodist  Episcopal  C hurck,  a comfortable  residence, 
with  board,  clothing,  religious  privileges,  medical  and  other  necessary  attend- 
ance. Also,  in  the  event  of  death,  to  give  them  respectable  burial,  and  for 
these  purposes  to  raise  funds. 

ARTICLE  III. 

APPLICANTS. 

Section  1.  Applicants  not  less  than  sixty-five  years  of  age,  and  who  have 
no  adequate  means  of  support,  or  relatives  who  will  provide  for  them,  who 
have  been  members  in  good  standing  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  ten 
years,  the  last  five  of  which  years  they  shall  have  been  connected  with  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  Brooklyn,  who  shall  be  recommended  by  the 
Pastor  and  Stewards  of  the  Church  of  which  they  shall  have  been  members  at 
least  one  year  immediately  preceding  their  application,  or  by  them  jointly  with 
the  Pastor  and  Stewards  of  the  Church  from  which  they  have  been  trans- 
ferred, may  be  admitted  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Managers  in  con- 
formity with  the  By-Laws.  Cases ‘of  extreme  urgency  considered  worthy,  but 
not  coming  within  these  restrictions,  shall  lie  over  for  one  month  for  decision, 
and  require  a two-third  vote  of  the  full  Board  or  a three-fourth  vote  of  those 
present  at  a meeting  to  entitle  them  to  admission. 

Sec.  2.  The  conditions  in  Section  1,  relating  to  the  time  of  Church  member- 
ship, shall  not  apply  to  ministers  of  the  New  York  East  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  or  their  wives. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  afflicted  with  insanity,  epilepsy,  or 
other  disease  which,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  might  be  det- 
rimental to  the  interests  of  the  Home. 

Sec.  4.  Any  inmate  of  the  Home  who  shall  become  so  diseased  in  mind  or 
body  as  to  seriously  interfere  with  the  comfort  and  health  of  the  family,  shall, 
upon  the  advice  of  the  physicians,  be  removed  to  some  more  suitable  institu- 
tion or  place.  The  Home  shall  not  be  liable  for  the  support  of  such  persons 
after  their  removal,  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  the  Board  of 
Managers  from  providing  such  support  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

ARTICLE  IY. 

TERMS  OF  MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  1.  Annual  Members. — The  payment  of  one  dollar  ($1)  annually 
shall  constitute  a person  a member  of  the  Corporation. 

Sec.  2.  Life  Members. — The  payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  ($25)  at  one 
time  shall  constitute  a member  for  life. 

Sec.  3.  Benefactors. — The  payment  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  at  one 
time  shall  constitute  a Benefactor. 

Sec.  4.  Life  Patrons. — The  payment  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  shall 
constitute  the  person  a Life  Patron. 

Sec.  5.  Any  Benefactor  or  Life  Patron  shall  be  entitled  to  a seat  and  the 
privilege  of  speaking,  but  not  of  voting,  in  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Sec.  6.  The  names  of  Life  Members,  Benefactors  and  Life  Patrons  shall  be 
printed  in  each  annual  report. 
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ARTICLE  Y. 

ANNUAL  AND  SPECIAL  MEETINGS. 

Section  1.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  January  of 
each  year,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  determine. 
The  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31st  shall  be  read  at  such  meeting. 

Sec.  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  Society  may  be  held,  on  the  call  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  by  public  notice  of  the  same  sent  to  the  Pastors  of  the 
several  Methodist  Episcopal  Churches  in  the  City,  to  be  read  from  the 
pulpit. 

Sec.  3.  Thirty  members  shall  constitute  a quorum. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

OFFICERS. 

The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a Board  of  Female  Man- 
agers, elected  from  the  various  Methodist  Episcopal  Churches  at  the  annual 
meeting.  This  Board  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  fifty  members,  which  num- 
ber may  be  increased  as  the  Board  shall  from  time  to  time  direct. 

The  several  Methodist  Episcopal  Churches  in  the  City  of  Brooklyn  may  be 
each  represented  by  two  or  more  Managers,  who  shall  be  annual  contributors 
to  the  Society. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  within  one  month  after  their  election, 
and  from  their  own  body  choose  by  ballot,  or  otherwise,  a President,  four 
Vice-Presidents,  a Treasurer,  a Recording  Secretary,  a Corresponding  Secre- 
tary, and  such  Standing  Committees  as  the  By-Laws  may  require,  who  shall 
serve  in  office  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  be  elected. 


ARTICLE  VII. 


BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  once  a month,  at  such  time 
and  place  as  may  be  designated  in  the  By-Laws  or  determined  by  the  Board 
from  time  to  time. 

Sec.  2.  They  shall  have  power  to  make  By-Laws.  Rules  and  Regulations, 
appoint  Committees,  make  Contracts,  appoint  agents,  employ  help,  and  con- 
trol all  the  arrangements  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  benevolent  purposes 
of  the  Society . 

Sec.  3.  They  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  Board  that  may 
occur  during  the  year 

Sec.  4.  Any  Manager  absent  from  three  consecutive  meetings  of  the 
Board,  without  presenting  sufficient  excuse,  shall  be  reported  to  the  Board  by 
the  Secretary,  and  may  be  dropped  by  a two-third  vote  of  all  present. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Managers  to  solicit  contributions,  especially 
in  their  respective  Churches,  and  to  deliver  the  same  to  the  Treasurer,  with  a 
list  of  the  contributors. 

Sec.  6.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  on  the  written 
request  of  five  members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  7.  Fifteen  members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a quorum. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

PRESIDENT — VICE-PRESIDENT. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board.  In  her  absence 
the  Vice-President  next  in  order  shall  take  her  place,  and  if  there  be  no  Vice- 
President  at  the  meeting  a President  pro  tern,  may  be  chosen. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preserve  order,  and  in  all  equal 
divisions  of  the  Board  to  give  the  casting  vote.  The  President  shall  have 
charge  of  the  Seal  of  the  Society. 
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ARTICLE  IX. 

TREASURER.  ( 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  of  the  Society.  She  shall  keep 
proper  books  of  account,  showing  all  receipts  and  disbursements  and  all  other 
financial  affairs  connected  with  the  Society,  which  shall  be  at  all  times  open 
to  the  inspection  of  the  Managers. 

She  shall,  under  advice  of  the  Finance  Committee,  keep  all  uninvested 
money  of  the  Society  on  deposit  in  some  safe  Savings  Bank  or  Trust  Company 
in  the  corporate  name  of  the  Society,  subject  to  the  order  of  its  President  and 
Treasurer.  She  shall  be  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
and  of  the  Board,  in  respect  to  all  investments  and  other  financial  affairs  of  the 
Society. 

She  shall  pay  all  bills  approved  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  honor  ail 
orders  of  the  Board  on  the  Treasury  when  properly  certified  by  the  Secretary. 

All  payments  shall  be  made  by  check  as  far  as  practicable.  She  shall  report 
in  writing  the  state  of  the  funds,  and,  whenever  required,  exhibit  her  books, 
vouchers  and  securities  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Board. 

She  shall  make  a full  report  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  receipts  and  pay- 
ments of  the  past  year,  and  prepare  a list  of  the  names  of  contributors  for 
publication. 

ARTICLE  X. 

RECORDING  SECRETARY. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  minutes  of  all  the  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  give  notice  of  all  meetings,  notify  officers  of  their  election, 
furnish  the  Chairman  of  each  committee  the  names  of  the  members  of  such 
committee. 

She  shall  certify  to  the  Treasurer  all  moneys  granted,  or  expenditures 
authorized  by  the  Board  of  Managers.  She  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Corresponding  Secretary,  make  an  appropriate  record  of  all  wills  under  which 
the  Society  may  be  interested,  and  of  all  action  of  the  Board,  and  other  infor- 
mation relating  thereto. 

She  shall  keep  a Register  of  the  inmates  of  the  Home,  and  do  such  other 
work  as  may  be  required  by  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
Society,  keep  a copy  of  all  letters  sent,  file  all  communications  received,  and 
prepare  the  annual  report. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

ADVISORY  BOARD. 

The  Board  of  Managers,  at  its  first  regular  meeting  in  each  year,  shall  elect, 
in  such  manner  as  it  shall  determine,  an  Advisory  Board,  which  shall  .consist  * 

of  not  less  than  fifteen  laymen,  residents  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  and  members 
in  good  standing  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

The  Board  of  Managers  may,  when  desirable,  request  the  counsel  of  the 
Advisory  Board  upon  any  matters  of  great  importance  in  the  interest  of  the 
Home. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Section  1.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Board  of  Managers  at  an  annual  meeting,  or  a special  meeting  called  for 
that  purpose,  with  the  concurrence  of  two  thirds  of  the  members  present.  . 

Sec.  2.  No  amendment,  addition  to,  or  repeal  of  the  By-Laws  shall  be 
made  except  at  a regular  meeting  of  the  Board,  notice  of  such  proposed 
changes  having  been  given  at  a previous  regular  meeting. 

Sec.  3.  Any  of  the  By-Laws  or  Rules  may  be  suspended  by  a two-thirds 
vote  of  all  the  Managers,  or  by  a unanimous  vote  of  those  present  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Board.

ARTICLE  I.

ARTICLE  II. 

STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Managers,  at  its  first  stated  meeting  after  the 
annual  election,  shall  appoint  the  following  Standing  Committees: 

No.  1.  The  Executive  Committee,  to  consist  of  President.  Vice-Presidents, 
Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  the  Chairman  of  each  of 
the  Standing  Committees,  hereafter  named,  embracing  twenty-four  members. 
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No.  2.  Visiting  Committee , to  consist  of  twenty-four  members. 

No.  3.  Table  Committee,  to  consist  of  twelve  members. 

No.  4.  Furnishing  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  members. 

No.  5.  Application  Committee,  to  consist  of  (see  Article  7). 

No.  6.  Investigation  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  members. 

No.  7.  Church  Committee,  to  consist  of  twelve  members. 

No.  8.  Wardrobe  Committee , to  consist  of  three  members. 

No.  9.  Committee  on  the  Sick,  to  consist  of  twelve  members. 

No.  10.  Committee  on  Case  and  Fancy  Work,  to  consist  of  six  members. 

No.  11.  Library  Committee,  to  consist  of  five  members. 

No.  12.  Reading  Committee,  to  consist  of  seven  members. 

No.  13.  Sanitary  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  members. 

No.  14.  Finance  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  members. 

No.  15.  Printing  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  members. 

No.  16.  Auditing  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  members. 

No.  17.  Reception  Committee,  to  consist  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Application 
and  Investigation  Committees,  and  the  Treasurer. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Managers  may  appoint  special  committees  from  time 
to  time,  as  circumstances  may  require. 

ARTICLE  III. 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

No.  1.  The  Regular  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  held  on 
the  4th  Thursday  in  each  month  at  2 :30  p.  m.  Special  meetings  may  be  called 
at  any  time  by  the  Secretary,  on  the  request  of  the  President,  or  on  the  written 
request  of  three  members  of  the  committee.  This  committee  may  consider  and 
act  upon  any  matter  that  may  arise  in  the  interim  of  Board  meetings.  They 
shall  engage  the  help  employed  in  the  Home,  assign  their  duties  and  fix  their 
wages. 

They  shall  give  general  directions  for  the  government  of  the  family.  They 
shall,  in  the  month  of  December  of  each  year,  make  a careful  inventory  of  all 
the  property  belonging  to  the  Home,  and  enter  the  same  in  a suitable  book. 

They  shall  enter  their  deliberations  in  a minute-book  and  report  their  pro- 
ceedings to  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

VISITING  COMMITTEE. 

No.  2.  The  Yisiting  Committee  shall  be  divided  into  twelve  classes  of  two 
each,  for  the  twelve  months  of  the  year.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  visit  the 
Home  not  less  than  twice  each  week  during  the  month.  They  shall  make 
themselves  acquainted  with  the  condition  and  wants  of  the  inmates,  and  enter 
their  observations  in  the  minute-book ; which  book  is  to  be  sent  on  the  last  day 
of  their  month  to  the  succeeding  class  of  the  committee,  for  which  purpose  a 
list  of  the  committee  is  to  be  kept  in  the  book. 

ARTICLE  Y. 

TABLE  COMMITTEE. 

No.  3.  The  Table  Committee  shall  make  all  purchases  of  provisions,  gro- 
ceries, coal  and  wood.  They  shall  arrange  for  one  of  their  number  to  be  pres- 
ent at  the  Home  during  one  day  in  each  Yeek  to  observe  whether  the  food 
supply  be  of  sufficient  quantity  and  well  prepared,  and  enter  their  report  in 
the  minute-book  of  the  committee. 

ARTICLE  YI. 

FURNISHING  COMMITTEE. 

No.  4.  The  furnishing  Committee  shall  purchase  all  furniture  and  house- 
hold dry-goods  necessary  for  the  Home. 

They  shall  keep  a record  of  all  purchases  in  the  minute-book  of  said  com- 
mittee, and  also  enter  therein  such  observations  as  they  may  deem  desirable  to 
come  before  the  Board. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 

THE  APPLICATION  COMMITTEE. 

No.  5.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  a chairman,  to  serve  one  year, 
who,  together  with  the  Managers  of  each  several  church,  shall  be  a standing 
committee  to  receive  applications  for  admission  from  such  church,  the  name  of 
the  applicant  to  be  placed  on  file  until  a vacancy  may  occur,  when  such  ap- 
plicant shall  be  requested  to  appear  before  the  committee.  They  shall 
diligently  inquire  into  the  character  and  circumstances  of  the  applicant  in 
conformity  to  Article  III  of  the  Constitution,  enter  the  case  in  the  minute- 
book  of  the  committee,  and  present  such  report  at  the  next  monthly  meeting 
of  the  Board. 


ARTICLE  VIII. 

COMMITTEE  ON  INVESTIGATION. 

No.  6.  All  applications  for  admission  to  the  Home,  which  shall  be  enter- 
tained by  the  Board,  shall  be  referred  to  this  committee.  It  shall  be  their 
duty  to  thoroughly  investigate  each  case,  to  read  and  explain  to  the  applicant 
the  rules  of  the  Home,  impress  the  obligation  of  their  observance,  enter  their 
deliberations  in  the  minute  book  of  said  committee  and  report  it  to  the  Board, 
together  with  the  certificate  of  the  Home  Physician  that  the  applicant  is  not 
ineligible  under  the  Constitution,  Art.  3,  Sec.  3. 


ARTICLE  IN. 

CHURCH  COMMITTEE. 

No.  7.  The  Church  Committee  shall  provide  the  regular  means  of  grace, 
namely:  preaching,  class -meetings,  pl-ayer-meetings  weekly,  and  the  quarterly 
administration  of  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord’s  Supper.  They  shall  keep  a re- 
cord of  the  same. 


ARTICLE  X. 

WARDROBE  COMMITTEE. 

No.  8.  They  shall  take  an  inventory  of  all  the  personal  belongings  of  in- 
mates at  the  time  of  their  reception,  and"  exempt  in  writing  all  articles  loaned 
to  them.  They  shall  have  charge  of  all  clothing  donated  to  the  Home  ; they 
shall  look  after  the  comforts  of  the  family,  and  supply  its  members  with 
clothing,  purchasing  material  when  needed.  When  notified  of  the  death  of  an 
inmate,  they,  with  the  Matron,  shall  take  charge  of  his  or  her  effects,  placing 
the  clothes  in  the  wardrobe  and  paying  the  money  to  the  Treasurer.  All  re- 
quests for  clothing  must  come  through  the  Matron.  They  shall  keep  a careful 
record  of  their  work. 


ARTICLE  XI. 

COMMITTEE  ON  THE  SICK. 

No.  9.  The  Committee  for  the  sick  shall  visit  the  sick  They  shall  co- 
operate with  the  Matron  in  providing  suitable  nourishment  for  them,  and 
assist  in  giving  them  such  special  attention  and  care  as  they  may  need  On 
the  death  of  any  inmate  they  shall  make  arrangements  for  the  funeral  and 
keep  the  burial  register,  notify  the  managers  of  the  church  to  which  he  or  she 
belonged,  and  invite  the  pastor  of  the  deceased  to  attend  the  funeral.  They 
shall  keep  a correct  record  of  their  transactions  in  the  minute-book  of  the  com- 
mittee. 
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ARTICLE  XII. 

COMMITTEE  ON  CASE  AND  FANCY  WORK. 

No.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  provide  materials  for  the 
inmates  of  the  Home,  out  of  which  to  manufacture  useful  or  ornamental 
articles,  which  shall  be  kept  on  sale  at  the  Home  in  suitable  show  cases.  It 
shall  also  be  their  duty  to  interest  the  patrons  and  friends  of  the  Home  in 
the  donation  of  useful  and  fancy  articles  to  be  placed  on  sale  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Home.  The  committee  shall  also  interest  themselves  in  the,  sale  of 
these  goods,  and  pay  the  money  therefrom  into  the  Treasury.  They  shall 
enter,  in  a suitable  book,  an  inventory  of  the  articles  made  or  donated,  together 
with  the  names  of  the  donors 


ARTICLE  XIII. 

LIBRARY  COMMITTEE. 

No.  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Library  Committee  to  solicit  donations 
of  suitable  books,  or  of  money  for  the  purchase  of  such  books,  for  a library 
for  the  use  of  the  inmates  of  the  Home.  They  shall  make  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  shall  best  promote  the  object  for  which  the  Library  is  estab- 
lished. 

They  shall  keep  a catalogue  of  the  books  and  a complete  record  of  their 
transactions. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

READING  COMMITTEE. 

No.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  read  to  those  members  of 
the  family  who,  through  loss  of  sight  or  other  disability,  are  unable  to  read  for 
themselves  and  who  may  desire  their  services,  the  time  and  arrangement  for 
the  reading  to  be  regulated  by  the  committee.  They  shall  keep  a record  of 
their  work. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

SANITARY  COMMITTEE. 

No.  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  regularly  examine  the 
grounds,  building,  apartments  and  furniture  of  the  Home,  with  a view  and 
with  authority  to  regulate  their  sanitary  condition.  They  shall  keep  correct 
minutes  of  their  work. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 

No.  14  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  recommend  to  the  Board 
proper  savings  banks  or  trust  companies  in  which  to  deposit  its  funds,  and  all 
investments  or  loans  shall  be  first  approved  by  this  committee  before  being- 
made  by  the  Board.  The  President  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  this  committee.  They  shall  keep  a record  of 
their  transactions. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 

PRINTING  COMMITTEE. 

No.  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  publish  the  annual  report 
and  attend  to  the  necessary  printing  during  the  year. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

AUDITING  COMMITTEE. 

No.  16-  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the 
Treasurer  on  or  before  the  31st  day  of  December,  each  year,  and  if  found 
correct,  to  certify  the  same. 


ARTICLE  XIX. 

RECEPTION  COMMITTEE. 

Xo.  17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  see  that  the  proper  bond 
is  signed;  to  receive  the  admission  fee  and  all  property  of  the  applicant ; to 
obtain  and  hold  the  bank  book  of  the  applicant,  if  any  exist;  to  assign  a suit- 
able room  and  to  attend  to  his  or  her  reception  into  the  Home. 

They  shall  keep  a record  of  their  work  and  report  the  same  to  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  XX. 


ABSENTEES. 

Every  person  serving  on  a committee  shall  attend  faithfully  to  all  the  duties 
appertaining  to  such  committee.  If  a member  of  a committee  absent  herself 
from  the  meetings  of  the  committe?  without  excuse,  the  secretary  of  that  com- 
mittee shall  inquire,  by  letter,  the  cause  of  such  absence. 

For  the  second  absence,  without  excuse,  her  name  shall  be  reported  to  the 
Board,  which  may  appoint  another  person  in  her  place  on  said  committee. 

Any  Manager  resigning  from  the  Board  after  having  served  three 
successive  years,  may,  by  vote  of  the  Board  of  Managers  at  any  regular 
meeting,  be  placed  on  the  Honorary  roll,  and  have  a voice  without  vote  in 
the  meetings  of  the  Board.  She  may  also  be  appointed  on  Special  Com- 
mittees. 

ARTICLE  XXI. 

OFFICERS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

The  member  first  named  on  a committee  shall  preside. 

ARTICLE  XXII. 

DECORUM, 

Xo  person  shall  be  at  liberty  to  withdraw  from  the  meetings  without  giving 
satisfactory  reasons:  and  no  conversation  but  such  as  relates  to  business  shall 
be  allowed  during  the  sessions  of  the  Board,  and  each  person  speaking  must 
address  the  Chair. 

ARTICLE  XXIII. 

POWERS  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

The  several  standing  committees  shall  have  entire  and  exclusive  control,  in 
the  several  departments  over  which  they  have  supervision,  under  the  directions 
of  the  Board. 


ARTICLE  XXIV. 

MATRON. 

At  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  in  January  a lady,  who  is  a member 
in  good  standing  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  shall  be  elected  Matron 
by  ballot ; to  hold  her  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board.  She  must  be 
not  only  qualified  for  all  the  duties  of  a housekeeper,  but  possess  such  tender- 
ness of  nature,  good  judgment  and  Christian  kindness,  as  shall  make  a happy 
and  comfortable  home  for  the  aged  persons  entrusted  to  her  care. 

ARTICLE  XXV. 

SPIRITUOUS  LIQUORS. 

Xo  alcoholic  liquors  shall  be  brought  into  the  house  unless  ordered  by  the 
physician,  and  in  that  case  to  be  administered  by  the  Matron.  Any  delicacies, 
brought  for  the  sick  must  also  be  submitted  to  the  Matron. 
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ARTICLE  XXVI. 

DEVOTIONS. 


Family  prayers  shall  be  observed  immediately  after  breakfast;  the  Scrip- 
tures shall  be  read  by  the  Matron,  and  prayer  offered  by  her,  or  one  of  the  in- 
mates, whom  she  may  designate. 

ARTICLE  XXYII. 

MEALS. 

Breakfast  shall  be  served  at  7 30  a.  m.,  from  May  to  October,  and  at  8 
o’clock  from  October  to  May.  Dinner  at  one  o’clock,  and  tea  at  6 o’clock, 
throughout  the  year.  Meals  sent  to  the  rooms  shall  be  served  half  an  hour 
earlier. 


ARTICLE  XXVIII. 

LIGHTS. 


All  unnecessary  lights  and  fires  shall  be  extinguished  by  nine  o’clock  at 
night. 


ARTICLE  XXIX. 


ADMISSION  AND  RULES. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  an  admission  fee  of  one  hundred  dollars 
($100),  with  suitable  wardrobe,  for  every  person  receiving  the  benefits  of  the 
Home. 

Sec.  2.  Each  beneficiary,  when  first  admitted,  shall  be  upon  probation  for 
the  term  of  six  months.  At  the  expiration  of  said  term  the  Board  of  Managers 
shall,  as  they  deem  expedient,  dismiss  or  confirm  the  applicant  as  a regular  in- 
mate of  the  Home. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  not  confirmed  as  an  inmate  shall  be  refunded  the  ad- 
mission fee  paid,  after  deducting  therefrom  as  a compensation  for  board,  three 
dollars  ($3. 00) per  week  for  the  time  the  person  has  remained  in  the  Home;  all 
other  property  shall  also  be  returned. 

Sec.  4.  All  furniture  and  other  property  brought  into  the  Home  shall  be- 
come the  property  of  the  Home,  unless  exempted  by  special  agreement . All 
property,  real  and  personal,  belonging  to  those  who  shall  be  received  as  per- 
manent inmates,  must  be  secured  to  the  Home  at  the  time  they  are  admitted. 
Such  property  will  not  be  returned  should  such  inmates  voluntarily  choose  to 
leave  the  Home. 

The  Board  of  Managers  may  donate  to  each  inmate,  annually,  a sum  of 
money  not  exceeding  three  dollars,  if  they  deem  proper,  for  the  personal  use 
of  the  inmate,  for  benevolent  contributions  or  other  expenses. 

Sec.  5.  Property  acquired  after  admission  shall  in  like  manner  be  secured 
to  the  Home  if  the  "inmates  shall  elect  to  remain. 

Sec.  6.  All  inmates  who  are  capable  will  be  required  to  render  any  proper 
service  in  their  power  for  the  benefit  of  the  Home,  and  the  assistance  of  each 
other.  It  is  expected  that  every  inmate  will  attend  daily  family  worship,  and 
go  to  the  dining  room  for  meals,  unless  in  either  case  prevented  by  sickness, 
certified  to  by  the  visiting  physician  or  the  Matron.  Inmates  who  desire  to 
visit  their  friends  may  do  so  unless  inclemency  of  the  weather  or  bodily  in- 
firmity renders  it  injudicious  for  the  Matron  to  grant  permission ; on  leaving 
they  must  state  to  the  Matron  the  probable  length  of  absence,  and  the  name 
and  address  of  the  person  to  be  visited.  If  they  have  occasion  to  prolong  their 
visit,  notice  of  such  intention  must  be  sent  to  the  Matron. 

Sec.  7.  No  person  will  be  allowed  to  solicit  assistance  or  to  procure  work 
without  the  permission  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  No  inmate  shall  be  allowed 
to  enter  any  place  where  beer  or  spirituous  liquors  are  sold  or  distributed,  or 
to  partake  of  such  drinks  outside  of  the  Home. 

Sec.  8.  No  inmate  shall  be  permitted  to  interfere  or  find  fault  with  the 
Matron  or  domestics.  If  the  inmate  has  cause  for  complaint,  it  must  be  made 
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known  to  the  President  or  Visiting  Committee,  who,  if  necessary,  shall  bring 
the  matter  before  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Sec.  9.  To  preserve  order  and  harmony  in  the  household,  implicit  obe- 
dience must  be  yielded  to  the  Matron  and  to  all  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Home.  Persistent  disobedience,  after  suitable  admonition  and  warning,  will 
be  followed  by  expulsion  from  the  Home. 

Sec.  10.  All  articles  of  clothing  must  be  plainly  marked  with  the  owner’s 
name. 

Sec.  11.  If  any  inmates  marry,  they  forfeit  their  place  in  the  Home- 
ARTICLE  XXX. 

RECORDS. 

The  Board  shall  provide  suitable  and  uniform  minute-books,  in  which  each 
standing  committee  shall  enter  a correct  record  of  its  proceedings.  Said  books 
shall  be  presented  at  each  meeting  of  the  Board  for  inspection.  The  Board 
shall  also  provide  uniform  books  for  registers,  inventories,  donations,  records, 
cash,  etc.,  properly  ruled  and  titled. 

ARTICLE  XXXI. 

PHYSICIANS. 

The  Board  shall  appoint  two  or  more  physicians,  to  be  known  as  the  Home 
Physicians,  to  attend  upon  the  sick ; and  they  shall  be  requested  to  serve  with- 
out compensation. 

ARTICLE  XXXII. 

COUNSEL. 

The  Board  shall  appoint  a lawyer  as  attorney,  and  invite  him  to  act  as 
counsel  to  the  Home  without  compensation. 

ARTICLE  XXXIII. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  MATRON. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Matron  to  devote  her  whole  time  to  the  care  of 
the  Home,  and  keep  it  in  neat  order,  under  the  direction  of  the  Managers  and 
observation  of  the  standing  committees;  to  enforce  the  regulations  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  in  an  impartial  manner;  to  treat  the  inmates  with  respect, 
and,  as  far  as  possible,  insure  their  comfort ; to  be  present  at  meals,  to  see  that 
they  are  properly  prepared  and  served,  that  everything  is  on  the  table  before 
the  family  sit  down,  that  proper  order  is  observed  at  the  table,  and  that  time  is 
.allowed  for  asking  a blessing  before  each  meal. 

She  shall  make  a list  of  whatever  supplies  are  necessary,  and  hand  to  the 
Table  Committee. 

She  shall  keep  in  a book  an  account  of  every  article  received  in  the  Home ; 
whether  purchases  or  donations,  by  whom  sent,  and  the  date. 

She  must  go  through  the  house  and  see  that  everything  is  properly  arranged 
for  the  night. 

She  shall  provide  suitable  nourishment  for  the  sick,  and  may  request  anv 
inmate,  who  may  be  able,  to  assist  her  in  nursing  or  otherwise  caring  for  those 
needing  special  attention. 

If  any  improper  conduct  is  observed,  she  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Presi- 
dent. 

ARTICLE  XXXIV. 

VISITORS. 

The  friends  of  inmates  and  the  public  are  cordially  invited  to  visit  the 
Home  on  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays,  from  9 to  11  o’clock  a.  m.,  3 to  5 and 
7 to  9 o’clock  p.  m.
